WHEN Thursday's parade was plan- 

ned last year, there was general 
belief that there would be peate in 
this part of the world before the next 
Independence Day came around. Just 
lately many people have expressed 
honcst doubts about the wisdom of the 
marade, the best of their arguments 
perhaps being that an army thet wins 
“3 great a victory as Zahal achieved 
last” year does not have to parade its 
strength in public — it is well enough 
known, It is slao a fair and just argu- 
ment that the parade cannot well be an 
occasion for celebration for the inhabi- 
tants of East Jerusalem, as some, if 
not very many, of its men fought in 
the Jordanian forces, It is now widely 
believed that this may be Israel's last 
parece, and that future years will see 
an enlarged version of the Three- 
Day March instead, and that may be 
well. Nevertheleess, long-planned events 
galher a momentum of their own, and 
cancellation of the parade would have 
been widely misinterpreted as doubt on 
Israel's part as to the validity of its 
right to reunite Jerusalem. To prevent 
any suck doubts wauld be reason 
enough by itself to hold the parade. © 


Nor should we fall victim to the 
custom of the Arab politicians of Iet- 
ting phrases hecome more important 
then action. A parade, even a military 
parade with warplanes performing their |, 
manoeuvres overhead, is essentially a} 
peaveful occasion, with a gathering of 
hundreds of thousands of clasely-packed 
spectators as hostages-in the event of 
any disturbance. 

There will be no wuiflammatory 
speeches, no threats to anyone. The 
parade is, we hope, a guarantee of 
peace for Israel in the future, and a 
threat only to anyone who intends to 
attack us.

U.S. Presidency 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Vice-President Hubert Humphrey formally entered 
the Democratic Presidential battle against Senators Robert Kennedy and Eugene 
McCarthy yesterday. declaring he would give priority to “peace over politics” 


in his campaign. 

Mr. Humphrey called for unity of the 
American people und the Democrati: Party. 
“Fo. 1868 is not the year for inflammatory 
rhetoric or for finding scapegoats for our 
problems,” he declared. “It is a year for 
common sense.” 

The 56-year-old Minnesotan declared he 
would base his campaign on the founda- 

tlons lald down by 
President Johnson 
and “observe the 
absolute priority of 
Peace over poli- 
tics.” 

The Vice-Presi- 
dent—who formal- 
ly entered the 
race too Iate to 
narticipate directly 
in any primary 
| elections—said the 
problems facing the 
nation had no 
simple or easy so- 
lutions, 

Mr. Humpbrey 
said Mr. Johnson's 
March 31 decision 
not to run drama- 
tized a national 
- need for unity. 

‘The time has come to express 2 new 
American patriotism,” he said. “Not a 
patriotism expressed alone in flags or pa- 
rades, but in a willingness to get down 
to the hard, tiring, endless work that 
every generation before us has paid out to 
keep alive the vision of what America can 
be, The time has come, in short, to re- 
affirm once more that we can do whatever 
we must do to carry forth the unfinished 
and peaceful American revolution.” 

Mr. Humphrey's announcement had been 
anticipated ever since Mr. Johnson an- 
nounced he would not run again. Even ia 
advance of his announcement, the Vice- 
President had enlisted a strong array of 
Democratic backers. Chief among them 
were Senators Walter Mondale of Minne- 
sota and Freja Hurris of Oklahoma, co- 
sponsors of the Unites Democrats for 
Humphrey. which set the stage for his 
presidentis! declaration. 

Three of President Johnson's Cabinet 
members and several Democratic Govern- 
ors also were in the Vice-Prasident’s camp. 
The Vice-President as broader support 
than cither of hix twa announced oppo- 
nents in the South, where he war once 
viewed as a villain, and in the labour 
movement. Mr, Humphrey tried for the 
Presidentia} nomination in 1960 but quit 
after he was defeated in two primarics 
by the late John Kennedy.

NEW YORK (Reuter). — Fist fights broke 
out in Central Park here yesterday as 
pro-war demonstrators chanting “better 
ἀεδὰ than red" and “Bomb Hanoi” plung- 
ed into an anti-Vietnam war rally. Then 
police intervened swiftly to break up tbe 
seuffles, but several deroonstrators on hoth 
sides were Injured as “hawks" grabbed 
Peace placards from the demonstrating 
“doves.”

King Hussein said last night that Jor- 
dan and the Arab nation are passing 
througb an cra which is “the gravest 
phase they have known in their modern 
history.” The Jordanian monarch was 
speaking over Jordanian TV, which was 
officially inaugurated earlier in the after~ 
noon. 

Emphasizing his distress at finding that 
no one understood the Arab case which he 
tried to present during his foreign tour, 
King Hussein stressed that through the 
new media “the world will be able to 
judge on what it sees.” 

Hing Hussein said. “We are not war- 
mongers" and the world knew this. He 
said “We are owners of tights for which 
We would give the last drop of our blood.” 

The young monarch, not looking bis 
best, explained the educational aims of 
the TV. saying it was buik for the Jor- 
danian family “in the wounded West Bank 
and the resisting East Bank.” 

Yesterday's forma; opening showed that 
the Jordanian television has still to pass 
the experimental stage.

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‘Two Rumanian purge 
vietims rehabilitated 


VIENNA (UPI). — The Rumanian Communist Party 885 followed Czechosio- 
vakia's lead in rehabilitating victims of Stalinist-era show-trials. A com- 
munique issued on Friday after a meeting of the Communist Party's Central 
Committee protested against Rumania’s exclusion from the East bloc con- 
ference held in Dresden last month. The statement, according to observers, 
served as another indication of the growing rift between Bucharest and Mos- 
cow, and even between Rumanie and other East bloc countries. 


The Central Committee meeting also 
dealt with a Party commission report 
which charged that the late Party leader, 
Gheorghe Gheorghiu-Dej, had been respon- 
sible for the unlawful executions of two 
leading Party and Govermment officials. 
The two victims were a former Commun- 
ist Party Secretary, General Stefan Foris, 
and Justice Minister Lucretiu Patrascanv. 

“Gheorghlu-Dej intervened in the ingui- 
ries and exerted a negetive influence on 
the tria] against Patrascany,” the com- 
mission report said. He also was mainly 


. responsible for the ‘killing without trial 


and sentence” of Foris, 

The commission's report Ied the Central 
Committee to rebabilitate the two men 
and to honour them as “revolutionary 
activists.” It also decided to re-bury them 
in the Monument of National Herocs. 

As a result of these “shortcomings and 
grave mistakes,” the Central Committee 
ousted former Interior Minister and De- 
puty Premier Alexandru Draghici from its 
ranks and from the executive committee 
of the Rumanian Communist Party. 

In the field of foreign policy, the Cen- 
tral Committee said: “The Rumanian 
Communist Party took note of the fact 
that on March 23. 1968 a meeting of 
Communist Party representatives was held 
in Dresden, Bast Germany. Our party was 
not invited to this meeting although the 
agenda included problems concerning or- 
sanizations of which Rumania is a mem- 
ber.” 

Gheorghiu-Dej, who was both President 
and party cbief, died in 1965. Weolas 
Ceausescu now holds both these positions.

BUDAPEST (AP). — Secrecy surrounds 
the preparatory meeting being held here 
for this year’s planned Communist Summit 
in Moscow. Some reports say the meeting 
“ay end today. It is thought after the 
preparatory meeting ends, representatives of 
some of the parties may stay behind for 
further talke or that other meetings may 
be held before the Summit, which is 
planned for Novomber or December. 

One source sald that the current talks 
were devoted mainly te “technical prob- 
lems,” but other reports suggest that three 
documents, to be presented at the Moscow 
meeting, are being discussed.

Mnacko given back 
Czech citizenship 


PRAGUE (UPI. — The Czechoslovak Min- 
Istry of the Interior has rescinded its 
order depriving the Slovak writer, Ladis- 
lav Mnacko, who came to Israel last year, 
of his eltizership, it was offcially announc- 
ea on Friday. 

Muacko left Czechoslovakia in protest 
ageinst the Government's enti-Israel policy 
at the time of the Six Day War, and was 
deprived of his citizenship last August and 
later expelled from the Communist Party. 
He spent several months in Israel and later 
travelled through Europe. 

It is also reported here that the Czecho- 
siovakian Communist Party leader, Alex- 
ander Dubcek, has urged the holding: of 
early elections for a new supreme party 
beds. Mx. Dubcek toki delegates at a party 
Meeting that it was necessary to elect a 
new Central Committee and “as is obvious 
from the large number of suggestions 
from the regions, we should obviously not 
Wait until a party Congress.” 

Observers 380 that Mr. Dubcek’s statement 
reflects 2 clear victory for the progressive 

wing of the reformers. At a plenary meet- 
ing of the Central Committee earlier this 
month Dubcek had called for the early con- 
vening of 2 regulax Congress at the begin- 
ning of the New Year. 


Czechs clash with 
Hanoi students 


PRAGUE. — A “spontaneous student de~ 
monstration” to protest against “American 
‘intervention in Vietnam” turned into an 
“anti-North Vietnam rally here yesterday. 
About 5.000 students marched to the Amer- 
ican Embassy, chanting anti-U.S, slogans. 
Bur when two North Vietnamese students 
seized two U.S. flags and tried to burn 
them, the students furiously turned against 
them. 

“We don't want any flags defiled,” stu- 
dents shouted. The two North Vietnamese 


were assaulted and had to be freed by . 


police. The police also returned the two 
flags to the Embassy. 

After the incident the demonstration 
petered out. most of the students having 
left the Embassy area. 

All schools in the Czech capital were 
closed yesterday to. enable students to join 
the march. 

In Tokyo, about 180 students taking part 
in a demonstration against US. policy in 
Vietnam. were detained after clashes with 
the police. The police said that about 700 
students took part in the protest and that 
rocks were thrown. The students also de- 
manded the unconditional return of Oki- 
nawa to Japan. . (OPI, AP) 


80 Biafrans die

ABA. Biafra (Reuter). — More than 80 
civilisns were killed and hundreds more 
wounded in a Nigerian air raid on Umua 
on Friday, according to hospital and police 
authorities here yesterday.

Kaunda clamps down on economy

LUSAKA, 1Ofns.). — 
HATEVER President Kenneth Kaun- 
da's “declaration of economic in- 
dependence” will do for Zambia's inflation 
and development problems, it haa already 
strengthened 2 leadership which had be- 

gun to drift dangerously. 

“Now you have started to rule,” waa 
the first shout, in the Bemba language, 
heard above the roaring applause which 
greeted Dr. Kaunda’s announcement of 
Government participation in the 26 com- 
panies and the redirection of half the 
mining companies’ exported profits to 
Jocal development. 

The frustrations of 8 government 
avowedly pursuing the principles of Afri- 
ran socialism — just so far 85 fears of 
upsetting the foreign capitalization of the 
copper companies on which its economy 15 
based — were relieved if not removed by 
the President's Mulungushi announcement. 
Now both the United National Independ- 
ence Party and expatriate buslnessmen 
are re-evaluating the man who, in the tags 
of heerhall gossip and the complacency of 
expatriate clubs was becoming known as 
the President who “lets the whites suck 
us dry” and “a damned decent chap who 
does not interfere.” 

The sensitivity of foreign investment In 
Zumbia will be tested over the next week. 
In the belief of the presidential team 
who planned the operation, only the un- 
desirables will settle or evade their local 
overdratts and follow -their past profits 
abroad, Bigger businesses must choose 
between ἃ Jonger investment period or 
pulling out.

— Jordanian prisons on the West 
Bank were in an sppulling condition when 
they were taken over last June, They were 
empty, because Ail prisoners had been re= 
leased, but it wag cleur that filth, neglect, 
overcrowding and maltreatment was the 
let of inmates, the Commissioner of Prison 
Services, Arieh Nir, said here on Friday. 
He revealed that a copy of a report by an 
American expert on prison conditions In 
Jordan, prepared st the request of King 
Hussein, had been found. The report gave 
a dismal picture of the state of the central 
prison at Amman, 

Speaking at the Engineers’ forum here, 
Mr. Nir said thar his service had cleaned 
Up and reform δ the West Bank Prisons 
and their inmates were now treated in the 
saMe way as those in Israel. The Services 
insisted on sanitary conditions, proper food 
and humane treatment, This included the 
Fatah men now held. 

In the beginning the Tarac] wardens won- 
dered why the Arab prisoners ducked every 
time they were passing by. until they learnt 
that Jordanian wardens had been in the 
habit of beating their prisoners with a 
stick whenever they were within reach. 

Mr. Nir said that a Tegart police fort~ 
ress was now being converted into a prison 
for up, to 400 Fatah men “in case the need 
arises.”

Israel must persist in peace search 


TEL AVIV, — Foreign Minister Abba Eban on Friday blamed Egypt for the 
deadlock in progress towards peace between Israel and the Arabs, The crucial 
question is whether the other Arab states will show the will power to break 


the Cairo-centred ring of obduracy and 


seek a solution which will satisfy the 


fundamental human and economic problems of the Arabs on both sides of the 
Jordan, he told a B'nei Brith luncheon here. 


Feferting to Nasser’s recent series of 

policy speeches, Mr. Eban sald the Egyp- 
tian President was not interested in peace 
and he preferred the prevailing situation, 
as it did not require negotiations with Is- 
rael, Refusing to talk was more important 
to nim than solving the problems of the 
border and the Suez Canal, since he sees 
peace as surrender. 
Isracl had offered the Arab states 2 
way to peace which would have preserved 
their national honour and the cssential 
interests of the peoples of the region, “We 
eloscd no doors and offered to work 
together for coexistence, but have so far 
found no positive response.” he said. 

However, the Jordanians and the Arabs 
under Israeli rule were profoundly aware 
that there was no alternative to negotia- 
tions and a settlement. “They are not 
prepared to think Nasscrist thoughts about 
fourth round,” because they know from 
experience that they themselves suffer jn 
such wars, 

Mr. Eban said that Israel should fight 
the “battle for peace,” whether it was 
destined to succeed or fail. “We will be 
able to face the coming generation without 
shame and say that we tried to achieve 
peace, but failed. But we cannot say we 
did not try, because the alternatives are 
frightening. The public must rally around 
the vause of peace.” he said. 

We was loudly applauded when he de- 
clured “Isracl will never countenance A 
return to a position where the settlements 
in the North are under enemy fire; there 
will never be an Egyptian finger in the 
middle of our country, Jerusalem will 
never relinquish its unity, and our con- 
eentrated population on the coastal strip 
will never be hemmed in by enemy 
armies.” All thesp imperatives could be 
combined in peaceful relations, he said. 

Mr. Eban then attacked “slogan mongers 
end advertisement buyers.” who forget 
that there are no panaceas, “Opposing 
trends must be balanced at an acceptable 
point. These trends are: a reasonable se- 
curlty position, the maintenance of the 
power of decision of the Jewish people in 
ruling its own State. and the ability to 
win international and regional recognition.”

Anti- Vietnam

TEL AVIV. — An anti-Viemam demon- 
stration ataged by the Racah Communist 
Party outside the U.S. Embassy here 
yesterday afternoon was broken up by 
the police and counter-demonstrators. 
Eight men were arrested 

According to eyewitnesses, some 100 Ra- 
ceh stpporters assembled in Hayarkon 
Street near the Embassy at three o'clock. 
They carried posters and eight Viet Cong 
and North Victnamese fags. By half past 
three they tried to march down Hayar- 
kon Street despite the fact that they 
had no permit to staze a demonatration 
and af that stage had their first scuffle 
with the police, Two of the demonstra- 
tors were then arrested. 

Another attempt tvas made sbout half 
an hour later with the demonstrators 
linking arms, Counter-demonstrators 
and aventually the two 
groups clashed. In the scuffles most of 
the posters were torn up and at Icast one 
Viet Cong flag went up in flames. 

At this slage the police, numbering 
about thirty constables and a few mount- 
ed policemen, forcibly attempted to dis- 
band the procession and some more fight- 
ing occurred. ‘Eventually six more men 
were arrested and removed in police vans 
while the rest of the demonstrators dis- 
persed.
